Incorporation. — During-  the  year  the  Hospital  became  in¬ 
corporated  under  the  Companies’  Act,  1929. 

Pay  Beds. — The  Hospital  has  provided  one  bed  each 
(male  and  female)  in  the  new  extension  for  the  reception  of 
patients  willing  to  pay  £$  6s.  per  week  for  the  privilege  of  a 
private  room.  These  rooms  have  been  fairly  well  occupied 
during  the  year,  and  since  December,  1931,  when  they  were 
available,  they  have  produced  a  sum  of  ^582.  The  Committee 
hope  that  better  advantage  will  be  taken  of  these  facilities. 

Vice=President. — The  Rev.  V.  A.  Demant,  the  Vicar  of 
St.  John’s,  Richmond,  has  been  appointed  a  Vice-President  in 
the  place  of  the  Rev.  G.  Weigall,  who  has  now  left  Richmond. 

Committee  of  Management. — Mrs.  Lionel  Warde  and  Mr. 
J.  C.  Shoobert  have  been  appointed  members  of  the  Committee 
of  Management  in  the  place  of  Mrs.  Cecil  Wrenn  and  Mr.  P. 
Murphy,  who  have  resigned. 

Members  retiring  this  year  in  accordance  with  the  Articles 
of  Association,  and,  being  eligible,  offer  themselves  for  re- 
election,  are: — Mr.  H.  E.  Hornby,  Councillor  A.  H.  Dixon, 
Mr.  A.  H.  Etherington,  J.P.,  Alderman  P.  Hamilton  Hughes, 
J.P.,  and  Alderman  J.  T.  Mears.  Councillor  P.  Dimbleby, 
who  also  retires  under  the  Articles,  has  decided  not  to  seek 
re-election, 
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Resident  Medical  Staff. — Dr.  W.  S.  Pitt-Payne  and  Dr. 
E.  Pugh  Jones  have  been  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  L.  Bowen 
and  Dr.  W.  H.  Douglas  Davies. 

Almoner. — The  resignation  of  Miss  Noel  Maw,  on  her 
contemplated  marriage,  has  been  received,  and  the  vacancy 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Norah  M.  Waghorn. 

Training  Department. — The  usual  courses  of  Lectures 
have  been  given  in  accordance  with  the  syllabus  of  the  General 
Nursing  Council.  Medical  Lectures,  Dr.  Matthews;  Surgical 
and  Gynaecological  Lectures,  Mr.  J.  W.  Heekes ;  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  Dr.  D.  Dunlop;  Hygiene,  Dr.  C.  S.  Brebner 
(M.O.H.);  Theory  and  Practice  of  Nursing,  The  Matron. 

Total  number  of  Lectures  and  Classes  given  since  March, 

1933,  125. 

Examinations,  written  and  oral,  have  been  arranged  at 
the  end  of  each  course.  Examiners:  Dr.  Matthews,  Mr. 
Heekes,  Dr.  Dunlop,  Dr.  Brebner,  and  Miss  M.  Scott  Riddell, 
A.R.R.C. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their 
valuable  help  in  the  Training  Department.  Thanks  are  also 
due  to  Miss  Scott  Riddell,  A.R.R.C.,  for  her  services  in  con¬ 
ducting  examinations  upon  the  Matron’s  Lectures. 

Ten  Probationers  have  completed  training  and  gained  the 
Hospital  Certificate  and  Badge.  Seven  of  these  have  been  ap¬ 
pointed  as  Staff  Nurses  at  other  Hospitals.  Three  are  holding 
Staff  Nurses’  appointments  here. 

Nine  Probationers  entered  for  training;  one  left  owing  to 
indifferent  health ;  seven  have  signed  the  agreement  for  full 
period  of  training;  and  one  is  on  trial.  There  is  a  waiting  list  of 
candidates. 

Two  Special  Hospitals  have  approached  us  in  order  to 
secure  affiliation,  and  so  be  in  a  position  to  send  their  Nurses 
to  us  for  Surgical  Training  and  Preparation  for  the  Final  State 
Examinations.  It  was  not  possible  to  consider  these  requests, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  sleeping  and  dining  room  accommodation. 

Public  Health  Act. — The  Committee  acknowledge  with 
appreciation  and  thanks  the  annual  grants,  as  set  out  in  the 
list,  made  by  the  following  Authorities  under  the  power  con¬ 
ferred  on  them  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  and  the  Com- 
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mittee  desire  to  tender  their  thanks  publicly  for  the  sympathetic 
consideration  of  these  bodies.  It  is  hoped  that  the  mergers  and

The  continuance  of  the  regu¬ 
lar  and  generous  support  given  by  the  League  and  the  Work¬ 
ing  Party  is  a  source  of  much  encouragement  to  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  they  are  most  grateful.  ^50  has  been  received  as  a 
donation  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  “Linen  League  Cot,’’ 
and  over  ^130  has  been  spent  on  house  linen,  etc.,  24  Surgeons’ 
operation  gowns,  and  24  Nurses’  operation  gowns.  To  Mrs. 
Sandover,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  the  members  of  the  Linen 
League,  and  the  members  of  the  Working  Party,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  take  this  opportunity  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  splendid  work  for  which  the  League  and  the  Working  Party- 
are  responsible  and  their  unfailing  support. 

Friends  of  the  Hospital.  — The  Committee  of  Management 
very  much  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  Friends  of  the  Hospital 
Association,  and  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  assisted  in  its  work. 

The  first  year  of  the  Association  has  been  completed.  The 
chief  aim  of  the  Committee  has  been  to  help  and  increase  the 
existing  Hospital  functions,  such  as  the  Christmas  Stocking 
collection,  Pound  Day,  etc.,  and  in  this  the  Committee  have 
been  successful.

There  are  representatives  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  from  Richmond,  Barnes,  Mortlake,  Kew,  Kew  Gardens, 
North  Sheen,  Petersham,  St.  Margaret’s,  East  Twickenham, 
Twickenham,  and  East  Sheen,  but  more  support  is  wanted 
from  Hounslow,  Feltham,  Sunbury,  and  Shepperton.  The 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Houghton,  5,  Holmesdale  Road, 
Kew  Gardens,  will  be  glad  to  have  the  names  of  any  ladies  who 
would  care  to  join  the  Association.  There  is  no  subscription, 
and  Associates  are  not  expected  to  help  on  every  occasion,  out 
can  choose  when,  where  and  how  they  like  to  help. 

Alderman  Mears’  Cot. — In  recognition  of  the  generous 
support  which  Alderman  Mears  gives  the  Hospital,  a  cot, 
bearing  his  name  and  suitably  inscribed,  has  been  set  aside  in 
the  Children’s  Ward. 

Extension  of  the  Nurses’  Home. — Two  cottages  adjoining 
the  Hospital  have  been  adapted  for  the  use  of  the  Nursing  Staff, 
and  these  were  informally  opened  by  Mrs.  Walter  Sanderson 
in  July.  All  the  rooms  are  not  only  charming,  but  well  planned 
in  every  respect,  and  the  cottages  make  a  very  modern  and 
completely  up-to-date  addition  to  the  Hospital. 

Pound  Day. — The  result  of  Pound  Day  has  so  far  exceeded 
all  previous  records,  that  it  is  felt  that  special  mention  must  be 
made  of  a  memorable  day.  The  Hospital  was  honoured  by  a 
visit  from  His  Worship*  the  Mayor  of  Richmond  (Councillor 
J.  T.  Edwards,  J.P.),  who  presented  his  own  contribution  and 
that  of  several  personal  friends.

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Pound  Day  (Councillor  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Edwards),  and  all  the 
ladies  who  so  generously  assisted  her,  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  a  really  splendid  achievement.

The  membership  of  the  ITS. A.  is  increasing  yearly,  and 
there  were  410  more  members  attending  as  patients  this  year, 
with  the  result  that  the  grant  from  this  Association  is  in¬ 
creased,  while  there  is  automatically  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
total  of  contributions  from  patients. 

The  following  figures  will  indicate  the  extent  to  which  the 
patients  themselves  help,  by  their  co-ordination,  towards  the 
upkeep  of  the  Hospital  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  ££2\2  has  been  collected  through 
claims  arising  from  motor  accidents.  The  credit  for  this  is  due 
to  our  Honorary  Solicitors,  who  follow  up  each  accident  case, 
thereby  obtaining  the  largest  claim  possible  under  the  Road 
Traffic  Act.  During  1933,  26  motor  accident  cases  have  been 
admitted,  and  the  total  cost  to  the  Hospital  for  their  mainten¬ 
ance  has  been  ,£264  7s.  Of  the  ;£242  collected,  £ 25  has  been 
paid  for  accidents  occurring  in  1931,  £17  for  accidents  occur¬ 
ring  in  1932,  and  ^£140  for  accidents  occurring  this  year,  1933. 
On  this  year’s  claims  full  payment  has  been  made  on  seven 
cases,  and  the  maximum  grant  possible,  that  is  £125  per  case, 
has  been  made  on  four  cases,  without  covering  the  full  cost, 
and  15  cases  of  1933  still  remain  to  be  settled. 

The  After-Care  work  which  it  is  possible  to  carry  out  in  a 
Hospital  depends  to  an  enormous  extent  on  the  co-operation  of 
outside  agencies  and  sources,  both  voluntary  and  State  con¬ 
trolled.  Without  their  valuable  help  many  patients  would  be 
unable  to  carry  out  the  doctor’s  recommendations ;  it  is  very 
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seldom  that,  in  the  really  necessitous  cases,  some  form  of  assist¬ 
ance  is  not  eventually  found.  Very  many  thanks  are  due  to  all 
those  Societies  who  have  throughout  the  year  helped  out 
patients,  and  the  following  figures  will  give  some  idea  of  the 
extent  of  their  help  : —

Other  help  where  possible  has  been  given,  and  in  some 
cases  patients  have  been  visited  at  home.  Special  mention 
must  be  made  of  the  great  value  of  those  emergency  homes  who 
will  take  children  at  a  moment’s  notice.  Work  such  as  this 
does  much  to  alleviate  the  difficulties  of  mothers  who  have  to 
be  admitted  to  Hospital  and  can  find  no  one  to  look  after  the 
family. 

Nevertheless,  even  with  so  many  sources  willing  to  help, 
there  are  some  cases  for  which  there  is  no  possible  means  of 
outside  assistance,  and  it  is  then  that  a  Samaritan  Fund  is  of 
such  value.  It  has  been  necessary  to  give  help  of  some  kind  to 
50  different  patients  throughout  the  year  from  this  Fund,  and 
it  is  when  small  emergency  expenses  arise  that  the  Samaritan 
Fund  is  found  to  be  such  a  necessity,  but  the  fear  is  always  that 
its  resources  will  not  be  large  enough  to  meet  the  demands  on  it.

The  work  of  the  Fund  has  been  helped  a  very  great  deal  in 
two  ways.  Firstly,  by  gifts  presented  throughout  the  year ; 
these  have  taken  the  form  of  free  “letters”  to  Convalescent 
Homes  and  Royal  Surgical  Aid  Society  “letters,”  and  they 
have  enabled  20  patients,  who  had  no  resources  to  fall  back  on, 
to  be  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes,  and  have  helped  many  others 
to  obtain  instruments,  the  expense  of  which  was  a  heavy  bur¬ 
den.  Secondly,  by  those  people  who  have  taken  individual  in¬ 
terest  in  the  patients,  helping  them  to  attend  for  treatment, 
lending  cars,  and  generally  taking  an  interest  in  them.  This 
kind  of  help  is  invaluable,  and  very  often  makes  all  the  differ¬ 
ence  to  the  welfare  of  the  patient.

The  free  library  service  organised  by  permission  of  the 
Richmond  Public  Library  Committee  for  the  patients  in  the 
Hospital,  and  inaugurated  in  March,  1931,  is  in  great  demand, 
and  continues  to  give  much  pleasure  to  the  patients.

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CANTEEN  REPORT. 

The  canteen,  which  was  opened  in  February,  1931,  is  under 
the  able  management  of  Miss  Stephens,  and,  assisted  by  her 
friends,  continues  to  be  of  much  service  to  the  patients  in  provid¬ 
ing-  refreshments  while  waiting  their  turn  to  see  the  doctors. 
It  is  open  two  days  a  week  and  is  very  well  patronised.  The 
initial  cost  of  installation  has  now  been  defrayed  from  the 
receipts  taken,  and,  in  addition,  a  sum  of  £20  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Hospital.  The  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  due  to  Miss  Stephens  and  her  friends  for  their 
kind  help.

Chaplain  throughout  the  year,  but  most  valuable  assistance 
has  been  given  by  the  Rev.  A.  J.  W.  Pritchard,  of  St.  John’s, 
and  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Berry,  of  Holy  Trinity,  so  that  local  patients 
who  are  in  the  Hospital  for  any  length  of  time  have  usually 
been  visited  by  a  priest  from  their  own  parish.  These  Clergy 
like  the  opportunity  of  doing  this,  and  their  people  appreciate 
their  visits. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  this  help,  and  I  hope 
the  arrangement  will  be  continued.

ABSTRACT  FROM  ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 


ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

52.  The  Governors  shall  have  the  privilege  of  recom¬ 
mending  poor  persons  as  patients,  and  although  the  Hospital 
shall  be  open  to  all  suitable  cases,  preference  in  admission  shall 
be  given  to  such  recommendation  should  the  number  of  patients 
in  the  wards  or  circumstances  generally,  make  a  selection 
necessary. 

53.  Patients  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  even 
on  a  recommendation,  without  the  sanction  of  one  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  or  Resident  Medical  Officers  unless  in 
case  of  accident,  or  of  special  emergency. 

54.  No  patients  shall  be  admitted  whose  circumstances 
are  such  as  to  enable  them  to  pay  for  their  treatment,  except 
upon  payment  of  such  sum  weekly  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  all  patients  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  as  they 
may  be  able  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

55.  Patients  receiving  compensation  for  accidents  or  any 

patients  receiving  money  benefit  under  the  National  Insurance 

Act,  1911,  or  any  subsequent  or  amending  Act  or  for  special

treatment  to  other  than  Hospital  patients  shall  make  such 
payments  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

56.  Accommodation  may  be  set  apart  for  private  patients 
on  terms  to  be  fixed  bv  the  Committee  not  being  less  than 

5s.  per  week,  but  in  no  case  should  this  be  done  to  the  ex¬ 
clusion  of  the  poor. 

57.  Assistance  shall  be  afforded  at  the  Hospital  to  persons 
suffering  from  minor  casualties,  in  the  department  specially 
provided  for  out-patients.  A  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of 
surgical  dressings  shall  be  made  in  all  cases  where  such  out¬ 
patients  are  able  to  pay  therefor,
